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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

During  the  year  just  ended  we  have  been  able  to  hold  the  local  tax  rate  very 
close  to  the  previous  year  by  maintaining  reasonable  budgets  together  with  added 
property  valuations  whereby  the  Town's  tax  base  was  increased. 

The  projected  budgets  reflect  increased  costs  of  performing  the  various  Town 
functions,  occasioned  by  the  current  inflation  situation.  Salary  adjustments  have 
not  previously  kept  pace  with  the  increased  living  costs.  The  price  of  fuels,  elec- 
trical energy  and  maintenance  materials  and  supplies  are  now  at  an  all  time  high. 
It  is  recognized  that  the  long  established  Town  services,  by  their  very  nature,  are 
virtually  indispensable;  therefore  we  have  carefully  budgeted  essential  adjust- 
ments in  some  positions.  The  elected  Town  Officers'  salaries  were  last  revised  by 
vote  of  the  Town  at  the  1964  Annual  Town  Meeting  and  have  for  the  most  part 
been  unchanged  ever  since.  Article  27  of  the  Warrant  for  the  1978  Annual  Town 
Meeting  addresses  itself  to  that  situation  and  provides  for  reasonable  increases. 
We  feel  that  these  adjustments  are  reasonable  ones  as  they  have  been  compared 
with  the  1977  Wage,  Salary  and  Fringe  Benefit  Survey  compiled  by  the  New 
Hampshire  Municipal  Association  and  found  to  be  generally  somewhat  below  the 
prevailing  1977  compensations  in  effect  in  towns  of  2,500  population  or  less. 
Because  of  the  lengthy  interval  since  the  last  salary  revision  and  the  present  time 
we  feel  it  incumbent  upon  us  to  present  this  Article  for  consideration,  with  the 
expectation  that  if  voted  upon  favorably,  the  revised  schedule  might  perhaps 
continue  in  effect  for  some  time. 

We  are  allocating  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  in  such  a  manner  that  they  might  be 
utilized  in  the  most  cost  effective  manner,  so  as  to  hopefully  avoid  an  unbalanced 
effect  on  future  budgets. 

Of  major  concern  are  the  several  Articles  dealing  with  the  long  postponed  con- 
struction of  the  Sewerage  System.  At  this  time  the  planning  stage  has  been 
updated  and  is  nearing  completion  and  the  approval  of  the  required  Bond  Issue  is 
now  being  sought. 

The  net  cost  to  the  Town  has  been  reduced  to  the  lowest  possible  amount  by 
means  of  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  Grant,  the  State  Water  Supply 
and  Pollution  Control  Grant  and  an  unexpected  additional  grant  from  the 
Federally  Funded  Farmer's  Home  Administration  of  approximately  half  a 
million  dollars.  While  this  grant  is  reasonably  sure  to  be  approved  the  final 
confirmation  is  still  in  process. 

Additionally  arrangements  have  been  made  by  our  Board  to  secure  interim 
financing  at  a  very  low  interest  rate.  We  wish  to  make  it  quite  clear  that 
notwithstanding  the  effects  of  Federal  and  State  aid,  that  a  limited  but 
substantial  cost  will  incur  locally.  It  is  a  matter  of  record  that  over  the  years  the 
need  of  a  sewer  system  has  been  fully  recognized  by  the  residents  of  Antrim  as 
evidenced  by  an  affirmative  vote  on  every  sewer  related  Article  at  all  previous 
Town  Meetings.  We  are  convinced  that  any  further  delay  in  the  sewer  project 
will  not  only  cause  further  additional  costs  of  construction  but  might  well  jeop- 
ardize the  final  approval  of  the  various  grants.

COMMITTEE  TO  INVESTIGATE  THE  FINANCIAL  STATUS  OF 
NATHANIEL  HAWTHORNE  COLLEGE 

Findings  and  Report  of  the  Committee 

The  Committee  was  estabhshed  by  vote  of  the  1977  Annual  Town  Meeting  to 
study  the  financial  condition  of  Nathaniel  Hawthorne  College,  and  to  report 
findings  to  the  1978  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  Committee  met  with  the  President  of  the  College,  the  Comptroller,  and 
the  Vice  President  on  June  29,  1977,  at  which  time  the  Committee  requested  and 
subsequently  received  a  copy  of  the  Accountant's  Report  for  the  year  ending  May 
31,  1977.  We  were  later  furnished  copies  of  the  Accountant's  Reports  for  the 
preceding  four  years. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  records,  we  obtained  copies  of  the  Form  990"s  filed 
by  the  College  with  the  U.  S.  Internal  Revenue  Service  for  their  fiscal  years 
ending  May  31,  1975,  1976,  and  1977.  The  Committee  has  also  reviewed  various 
comparative  statistics  relating  to  the  types  of  expenditures  and  revenues  which 
influence  the  profit  or  loss  potential  of  institutions  of  higher  learning  in  New 
Hampshire.  The  Committee  has  examined  more  than  125  pages  of  statistics  and 
records  and  has  been  able  to  obtain  a  reasonably  clear  insight  regarding  the 
College's  financial  affairs. 

It  is  clear  to  the  Committee  that  the  problems  confronting  Nathaniel  Haw- 
thorne College  are  not  unlike  those  experienced  by  many  small  private  colleges. 
Nathaniel  Hawthorne  and  many  similar  colleges  which  are  not  supported  by 
endowment  funds  or  by  substantial  alumni  gifts  have  difficulty  operating  in  "the 
black."  Without  maximum  student  enrollment,  it  is  unusual  for  a  sound 
economic  position  to  be  achieved.  And  "maximum"  student  enrollment  is  not 
representative  of  the  situation  faced  by  the  small  private  colleges  in  New 
Hampshire. 

The  question  assigned  to  the  Committee  was  whether  to  recommend  increasing 
the  Statutory  Exemption  of  $150,000  and,  if  so,  in  what  amount.  The  Committee 
therefore  considered  what  beneficial  effect  an  increased  exemption  would  have 
on  the  College's  finances  and  what  its  effect  would  be  on  other  taxpayers  in 
Antrim. 

The  Committee  has  arrived  at  the  following  proposal:  We  recommend  that  the 
Town  vote  to  increase  the  Statutory  Exemption  of  $150,000  by  $250,000,  making 
a  total  exemption  of  $400,000.  This  would  result  in  reducing  the  College's  tax  bill 
by  $6,850  for  the  current  year,  using  the  1977  tax  rate  of  $27.40  per  thousand. 
This  would  theoretically  affect  the  Town's  tax  rate  by  increasing  it  36  cents  per 
thousand  dollars  valuation,  or  a  little  over  1%  . 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  increased  exemption  not  be  implemented 
until  the  College  ceases  to  be  a  delinquent  taxpayer.  In  order  for  Nathaniel 
Hawthorne  College  to  be  eligible  for  the  increased  exemption,  it  must  have  paid 
all  past  due  taxes  plus  interest,  including  the  1977-1978  tax  bill. 

We  further  propose  that  the  added  exemption  remain  in  effect  until  the  New 
Hampshire  Legislature  revises  the  applicable  Statutes. 

The  Committee  does  not  address  itself  to  the  pending  litigation  against  the 
Town  of  Antrim  concerning  the  assessment  of  the  College's  real  estate,  nor  to  the 
details  of  any  temporary  settlements  of  the  College's  tax  obligations. 

The  Committee  members  are  grateful  to  the  Officers  of  Nathaniel  Hawthorne 
College  for  their  cooperation  in  providing  the  information  requested.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  JAMES  A.  TUTTLE  LIBRARY 

The  Tuttle  Library  was  an  active  and  busy  place  during  1977  —  Antrim's 
Bicentennial  year.  The  total  circulation  this  past  year  was  14,880  volumes.  Over 
1,000  books  were  borrowed  from  the  Bookmobile  and  an  additional  200  volumes 
were  borrowed  from  other  inter-library  sources.  185  juvenile  books,  232  adult 
non-fiction  books  and  125  adult  fiction  books  were  added  to  the  collection  this 
past  year  by  Mrs.  Nichols,  the  librarian.  The  library  has  a  varied  selection  of 
magazines  for  both  adults  and  children. 

The  McNaughton  Plan,  a  book  leasing  plan  available  to  libraries,  was  initiated 
last  January.  In  1977,  the  library  received  nearly  200  books  from  McNaughton. 
The  librarian  and  trustees  feel  they  are  able  to  offer  the  reading  public  a  wider 
selection  of  books  with  this  new  book  rental  plan. 

Mrs.  Nichols  had  a  total  of  26  displays  and  exhibits  in  the  library  throughout 
1977.  The  townspeople  generously  loaned  their  collections  of  crafts,  antiques  and 
hobbies  for  display  during  the  Bicentennial  year. 

There  was  a  variety  of  programs  for  the  children  which  included  puppet 
shows,  story  hours,  a  dragon  show,  films  and  an  8  week  summer  library  club. 
Volunteers,  who  assisted  with  the  children's  programs,  included  the  trustees  and 
a  number  of  young  people.  The  school  children  visited  the  library  on  Tuesdays 
and  Thursdays.  There  were  110  school  visits  to  the  library  last  year.  In 
1976-1977,  only  1  book  and  2  magazines  were  lost  through  this  school-library 
program. 

The  Historical  Rooms  were  open  several  days  during  the  Antrim  Bicentennial 
Week  in  August.  Ralph  Proctor  arranged  a  fascinating  collection  of  Antrim 
memorabilia  for  the  occasion.  Copies  of  Parades  and  Promenades,  Antrim's  new 
and  updated  town  history,  were  personally  autographed  by  the  Antrim  History 
Committee  writers  at  a  special  autographing  party  held  at  the  library  on 
Saturday,  August  20th. 

The  picket  fences  were  repaired  and  painted  in  time  for  the  festivities.  The 
front  gardens  had  flowers  from  spring  until  fall  and  the  library  building  was 
bedecked  with  bunting  for  the  Bicentennial. 

The  trustees  wish  to  thank  the  large  number  of  people  who  generously  donated 
books  and  gifts  to  the  library  this  past  year.  The  library  received  a  bequest  from 
the  estate  of  Dr.  James  Jameson  and  shortly  will  be  receiving  a  bequest  from  the 
Alice  Thompson  estate.  As  a  result,  the  trustees  are  pleased  to  announce  they  are 
once  again  financially  able  to  pay  for  the  library's  heat,  light  and  insurance. 
However,  they  do  wish  to  thank  the  town  for  the  financial  assistance  the  library 
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received  when  the  trust  fund  income  was  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  library's 
expenses. 

The  trustees  are  distressed  to  report  that  the  library  was  broken  into  twice  last 
year.  The  money  spent  to  repair  the  damage  is  money  that  will  be  unavailable  for 
other  library  services. 

We  are  extremely  proud  of  the  Tuttle  Library  and  consider  it  a  privilege  to 
serve  as  library  trustees.  The  Tuttle  Library  is  open  Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and 
Saturdays.  Mrs.  Isabel  Nichols,  the  librarian,  and  Mrs.  Phebe  Lewan,  her 
assistant,  hope  you  will  make  full  use  of  the  library  facilities.

REPORT  OF  THE  BICENTENNIAL  COMMITTEE  —  1977 

The  Bicentennial  Year  of  1977  saw  the  culmination  of  nearly  ten  years  of  study 
and  work  for  this  committee,  and  it  was  a  gratifying  experience  in  many  ways, 
due  to  the  cooperation  and  responsiveness  of  the  populace  of  Antrim.  The  nine- 
member  committee  was  appointed  by  Moderator  Byron  G.  Butterfield  in 
accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting  in  1968.  The  first  order  of  business 
was  a  proposal  to  set  up  a  capital  reserve  fund  of  $1000  a  year;  this  was  voted  at 
the  1970  Town  Meeting.  Tentative  plans  for  an  appropriate  observance  in  1977 
were  set  forth  at  that  time. 

By  1975  plans  were  in  progress  for  a  commemorative  coin,  with  David  Hurlin 
appointed  chairman  of  the  project.  Nineteen-  seventy-six  brought  added  duties 
when  the  selectmen  officially  appointed  this  committee  to  administer  an  obser- 
vance of  the  Nation's  Bicentennial.  In  accordance  with  this,  several  activities 
were  carried  out  on  April  10,  including  a  bazaar  held  at  the  gym,  a  visit  from  the 
New  Hampshire  Conestoga  wagon,  Antrim's  designation  as  a  Bicentennial 
community,  with  appropriate  ceremonies  in  the  Town  Hall,  and  a  reenactment 
of  the  town's  call-to-arms  in  the  Revolution.  This  last  event  took  place  on  the 
lawn  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  surrounding  areas,  and  was  carried  out  by 
members  of  the  3rd  N.H.  Regiment. 

The  Nation's  200th  birthday,  July  4,  1976,  fell  on  Sunday,  and  church  services 
were  an  integral  part  of  Antrim's  celebration.  A  new  community  flagpole  on  the 
Baptist  Church  lawn  was  dedicated  at  2:00  p.m.,  following  the  ringing  of  bells 
which  was  done  all  over  the  country  at  the  same  time.  All  the  local  patriotic 
organizations  took  part  in  this  program,  and  Fred  Roberts  read  the  Declaration 
of  Independence.  Sports  events  were  featured,  and  the  final  activity  of  the  day 
was  a  barbecue  with  fireworks  and  a  jazz  concert,  held  at  Gregg  Lake. 

The  site  of  the  first  schoolhouse,  on  Goodell  Road,  was  marked  with  a  suitably 
inscribed  plaque  placed  on  a  large  rock  as  part  of  our  tribute  to  the  Nation's 
Bicentennial. 
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New  road  signs  proclaiming  Antrim's  Bicentennial  were  made  and  set  in  place 
at  three  different  entrances  to  the  town.  These  were  the  gift  of  Wayno  Olson.  The 
commemorative  coin  went  on  sale  before  Christmas  of  1976.  The  first  event  in 
1977  was  the  Bicentennial  Ball,  held  on  Incorporation  Day,  March  22,  at 
Nathaniel  Hawthorne  College.  A  severe  snowstorm  made  it  impossible  for  many 
people  to  attend,  but  the  dance  went  on,  for  those  who  were  there,  with  lights 
from  an  auxiliary  generator  obtained  by  fireman  Dick  Edmunds. 

Late  in  1976  three  new  members  were  added  to  the  committee  because  of  the 
magnitude  of  the  upcoming  celebration,  and  many  organizations  and  individuals 
pledged  to  take  on  projects. 

The  third  week  in  August,  from  the  15th  through  the  21st,  was  truly  an  unfor- 
gettable time.  The  weather  was  glorious,  and  from  the  kick-off  barbecue  on 
Monday  to  the  fireworks  on  Sunday  night  there  was  continual  activity,  and  some 
time  during  the  week  surely  every  citizen  and  visitor  found  something  to  do  or  see 
that  made  the  celebration  memorable  to  him.  The  goal  of  the  committee  through 
all  the  years  of  planning  was  total  involvement  of  the  community,  and  if  the 
amount  of  enthusiasm  shown  during  the  week  was  indicative,  this  goal  was 
reached  successfully.  While  the  parade,  "Through  the  Years"  and  the  pageant, 
"The  Spirit  of  Antrim"  will  long  be  remembered  by  the  many  people  who  took 
part  in  them,  a  number  of  activities  such  as  the  Kid  Kar  Derby  and  the  Cross 
Country  Race  generated  so  much  interest  that  they  may  become  annual  events. 
Peter  and  Pam  Boorum  were  the  official  photographers  for  the  week,  and  a  set  of 
35  post  cards  was  made  up  to  preserve  the  highlights  visually  for  future 
generations.  A  limited  number  of  these  sets  are  available  for  sale,  as  well  as  copies 
of  the  official  program  booklet  which  contains  a  full  schedule  of  the  events  of  the 
celebration.  These  may  be  purchased  by  contacting  any  committee  member. 

A  full  financial  report  is  printed  herewith,  but  the  committee  wishes  to  point 
out  that  over  $7000  was  raised  through  committee  projects,  including  the  sale  of 
coins,  booklets,  buttons,  and  post  cards.  As  a  final  act,  we  are  sponsoring  an 
article  in  the  Town  Warrant  for  1978  regarding  the  dispensing  of  a  balance  of 
nearly  $10,000  of  Bicentennial  monies.  We  feel  that  this  money  could  be  used  in  a 
most  fitting  manner  by  putting  it  toward  renovation  of  the  Town  Hall. 

In  all  honesty  this  committee  comes  to  a  completion  of  its  duties  with  a  feeling 
of  relief;  we  have  dedicated  many  thousands  of  hours  of  hard  work  to  our 
commitment,  and  the  road  was  not  always  smooth.  Nevertheless  the  end  result 
has  shown  us  that  Antrim  not  only  carried  out  a  Bicentennial  celebration  to  be 
proud  of,  but  that  Antrim  is  a  town  to  be  proud  of.

A  flag  pole  and  flag  were  given  and  installed  by  Russell  Cuddihy. 

Swimming  classes  were  held  for  two  weeks  in  July.  This  included  twenty-eight 
preschoolers,  nineteen  beginners  I,  seventeen  beginners  II,  eleven  swimmers, 
eleven  intermediates,  seven  advanced  beginners,  two  advanced  lifesaving,  twelve 
basic  water  safety,  nine  advanced  swimmers.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF  AND 
TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Forest  fire  control  in  New  Hampshire  is  a  joint  state  and  town/city  responsi- 
bility (RSA  224). 

The  Director,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  (State  Forester)  appoints  a  forest 
fire  warden  and  several  deputy  forest  fire  wardens  in  each  town /city  upon  the 
recommendation  of  local  authorities. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  prevention  and  sup- 
pression activities  in  his  town.  He  regulates  the  kindling  of  outside  fires  when  the 
ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  by  the  issuance  of  written  permits  only  when 
conditions  are  safe.  He  is  responsible  for  suppression  with  the  town/city  and  state 
sharing  the  cost.  Suppression  costs  in  excess  of  V*  of  1  %  of  the  assessed  valuation 
of  the  town  are  assumed  by  the  state. 

The  state  provides  training  for  the  local  fire  organization  and  helps  coordinate 
activities  between  towns/cities.  The  state  also  supports  local  forces  with  backup 
personnel,  equipment,  and  supplies  for  suppression  and  prevention. 

This  combination  of  state  and  local  cooperation,  started  in  1893,  works  well, 
for  New  Hampshire  has  enjoyed  one  of  the  smallest  acreage  losses  due  to  forest 
fires  in  the  United  States  for  the  past  25  years.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ANTRIM  HISTORY  COMMITTEE 

With  the  publication  of  Parades  and  Promenades  in  March,  1977,  the  labors  of 
the  History  Committee  came  to  an  end.  It  was  a  proud  and  almost  unbelievable 
moment  for  all  of  us.  The  autographing  session  at  the  James  A.  Tuttle  Library 
was  a  great  success,  with  approximately  two  hundred  people  attending.  The  book 
was  favorably  reviewed  in  the  Concord  Monitor  on  April  29  by  Leon  W. 
Anderson,  New  Hampshire's  legislative  historian,  who  characterized  it  as 
"excelling  in  workmanship  and  imagination."  Comments  from  those  who 
purchased  the  book  have,  in  general,  been  equally  favorable. 

Initial  sales  were  good,  although  sales  during  the  Bicentennial  week  were  less 
than  we  had  hoped.  Orders  are  still  trickling  in,  and  it  is  expected  that  the 
remaining  books  will  be  sold  over  a  period  of  years. 

All  of  the  money  voted  by  the  town  was  expended  on  actual  publication  of  the 
book  and  on  promotional  materials.  None  was  used  to  pay  for  research,  writing, 
or  typing  of  the  manuscript,  all  of  which  were  done  by  volunteers.  Few  towns 
can  claim  as  much,  and  all  who  had  a  part  in  producing  this  history  should  be 
commended.  The  committee  wished  to  thank  again  those  who  helped  us  by 
loaning  pictures  or  sharing  their  memories  with  us,  and  to  wish  all  of  you  happy 
reading.

REPORT  OF  THE 
ANTRIM-BENNINGTON  RESCUE  SQUAD 

The  members  of  the  Antrim-Bennington  Rescue  Squad  would  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  thank  the  people  in  our  towns  for  their  support  this  past  year. 
Without  this  help  we  would  have  been  hard  pressed  to  provide  the  competent 
emergency  medical  care  expected  of  us. 

The  Rescue  Squad  has  been  growing  to  meet  its  increasing  responsibilities  since 
its  inception.  But  with  growth  comes  the  problems  associated  with  this  growth. 
To  solve  some  of  these  problems,  the  Bennington  Fire  Department  has  purchased 
a  van  for  the  tools  and  equipment  used  in  rescue  and  vehicular  extrication.  In 
addition,  several  members  of  the  Bennington  Fire  Department  have  completed  a 
course  in  Advanced  First  Aid,  and  are  going  to  have  a  course  in  extrication. 

To  avoid  problems  in  identifying  the  two  groups,  the  chiefs  of  the  two  fire  de- 
partments in  conjunction  with  the  selectmen  of  Antrim  and  Bennington  feel  that 
the  Bennington  personnel  should  be  referred  to  as  the  Bennington  Rescue  Squad 
with  responsibility  for  vehicular  extrication  and  other  such  rescues  in  the  two 
towns.  The  Antrim  group  would  be  referred  to  as  the  Antrim  Rescue  Squad  and 
would  be  responsible  for  responding  to  medical  emergencies  in  the  two  towns  and 
emergency  transportation  to  a  medical  facility. 

We  feel  this  to  be  a  workable  solution  and  will  begin  referring  to  the  two  units 
as  distinct  rescue  squads  immediately,  each  with  its  own  responsibilities.  The 
Bennington  Rescue  Squad  will  be  called  by  the  appropriate  authority  in  case  of 
accidents,  fires  or  other  such  situations  in  both  towns.  The  Antrim  Rescue  Squad 
will  respond  to  all  medical  emergencies  in  both  towns.  Both  squads  will  continue 
to  meet  their  responsibilities  to  the  Fire  Mutual  Aid  System. 

We  appreciate  your  concern  and  understanding  in  this  matter.  If  you  have  any 
questions,  feel  free  to  ask  any  Rescue  Squad  member.  Again,  the  men  and  women 
of  the  Rescue  Squads  thank  you  for  your  support  and  hope  your  concern  and 
support  will  continue  throughout  the  coming  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SEWAGE  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

Pursuant  to  Warrant  Article  14  of  the  March,  1977  Town  Meeting,  the  sewer 
project  has  progressed  to  the  point  where  engineering  on  the  treatment  plant  is 
proceeding  according  to  schedule,  and  will  be  completed  early  this  summer. 
Advertising  for  construction  bids  and  the  awarding  of  contracts  will  be  followed 
by  the  actual  start  of  construction.  Steps  have  been  taken  towards  the  aquisition 
of  necessary  land  and  easements  for  the  system. 

Applications  have  been  made  for  state  and  federal  grants  for  those  portions  of 
the  project  that  are  eligible  for  such  aid.  Also  application  has  been  made  to  the 
Farmer's  Home  Administration  for  a  substantial  grant  to  assist  the  Town  in 
defraying  the  cost  of  those  portions  of  the  system  that  are  otherwise  ineligible  for 
state  and  federal  aid. 

Several  articles  have  been  prepared  and  will  appear  on  the  Warrant  for  the 
March,  1978  Town  Meeting,  concerning  the  financing  and  administration  of  the 
sewer  project. 

Hearings  have  been  held  providing  continuing  information  on  the  status  of 
the  project,  and  it  is  hoped,  that  the  action  of  the  Town  Meeting  will  be 
affirmative  and  avoid  any  further  increases  in  cost  of  the  project,  and  to  assure 
the  availability  of  state  and  federal  assistance.

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REPORT  OF  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

The  Committee  appointed  last  spring  to  study  the  Water  Survey  made  by 
Whitman  &  Howard  in  1972-73  with  recommendations  on  how  to  implement 
either  the  improvements  as  presented  or  some  part  of  them. 

The  plans  call  for  the  installation  of  a  storage  tank  of  750,000  gallon  capacity 
situated  on  upper  Pleasant  Street  on  the  side  of  Nahor  Hill  (Greystone)  with  a 
12-inch  main  from  there  back  to  Main  Street  to  give  the  required  flow  of  3500 
gallons  per  minute  (2000  gallons  per  minute  for  fire  purposes  and  1500  gallons 
per  minute  for  domestic  and  industrial  use)  estimated  to  be  needed  by  the  year 
2020.  The  fire  flow  is  needed  now  but  of  course  we  do  not  need  all  that  for 
domestic  use  yet,  even  though  we  are  using  more  water  as  the  years  go  by. 

The  Committee  met  several  times  and  discussed  the  Report  very  thoroughly  and 
found  there  were  questions  that  still  needed  answers.  Mr.  Murphy  of  Whitman  & 
Howard  who  had  made  the  original  survey  in  1972  attended  the  second  meeting, 
and  as  a  result  decided  that  we  had  raised  enough  questions  to  make  it  necessary 
to  revise  some  of  the  criteria  he  had  taken  when  making  the  quotation  for  the  cost 
of  the  project.  His  firm  had  figured  on  using  a  steel  tank  some  56  feet  in  diameter 
and  40  feet  high. 

Some  of  the  things  which  came  out  in  the  meeting  was  that  water  and  sewer 
hues  must  be  separated  by  a  minimum  of  10  feet.  Another  question  was  raised 
about  the  possibility  of  eliminating  the  annoying  periods  of  dirty  water  which  we 
have  occasionally.  It  was  stated  that,  even  if  we  had  the  best  filtration  system 
available,  we  would  still  have  the  problem  which  seems  to  be  inherent  in  cast  iron 
water  pipe  systems  such  as  ours,  particularly  with  unlined  pipe  which  constitutes 
about  75%  of  our  mains. 

Several  days  later  some  of  the  Committee  met  with  two  gentlemen  from 
Anderson  &  Nichols  Company  who  are  currently  designing  the  sewer  facility  for 
the  Precinct  and  are  interested  in  working  with  the  Committee  to  the  extent  of 
giving  a  quotation  on  a  pre-stressed  concrete  storage  tank  which  would  be  buried 
in  approximately  the  same  location  as  the  steel  tank.  The  first  cost  would  be 
higher,  but  the  maintenance  costs  would  be  lower.  They  also  promised  to  find  out 
whether  there  was  any  money  available  for  such  a  project  from  either  FHA  or 
EDA  and  have  a  quotation  back  to  us  sometime  in  March  after  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Water  Supply  &  Pollution  Control  Commission  on  March  9  which  is  still 
struggling  with  a  flood  of  Federal  regulations. 

Even  though  it  has  been  impossible  to  get  the  full  Committee  at  all  meetings  we 
believe  that  we  have  accomplished  a  great  deal  and  hope  to  achieve  a  great  deal 
more  in  the  weeks  to  come. 
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COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT 

1977  was  a  year  we  would  rather  forget.  It  was  marked  by  severe  cold  during 
the  winter  with  frost  going  down  five  feet  and  more  but  fortunately  by  asking 
people  on  the  ends  of  lines  to  leave  their  faucets  open  we  had  no  freeze-ups  such 
as  many  of  the  towns  near  here  had.  We  had  three  breaks  in  the  mains  during  the 
year,  occuring  at  about  three  month  intervals.  The  first  two  were  easily  taken 
care  of  but  the  third  took  nearly  all  day  to  find  and  since  we  believe  it  is  in  a 
brook  we  were  unable  to  repair  it  due  to  the  high  water  at  the  time.  The  extra- 
ordinarily high  rainfall  last  autumn  hampered  us  in  more  ways  than  one.  We 
have  had  difficulty  regulating  the  flow  from  Gregg  Lake  all  fall  and  several  times 
we  have  had  to  make  adjustments.  We  suspect  we  may  have  a  few  more  surprises 
in  store  this  spring  if  the  unusual  weather  pattern  continues.  We  can  not 
remember  a  year  when  water  was  running  over  the  spillway  of  the  dam  at 
Campbell  Pond  on  December  15th. 

The  project  at  Hilton  Avenue  was  held  up  because  of  the  soggy  ground,  the 
pipe  having  been  delivered  in  May  on  schedule.  We  had  hoped  to  begin  laying 
pipe  sometime  in  September  but  the  rains  came  and  the  pipe  is  still  waiting  to  be 
put  into  the  ground.  We  hope  to  wind  the  job  up  this  year  if  the  ground  ever  dries 
out  sufficiently. 

Consistent  with  our  long  range  plans  we  have  included  an  item  in  the  budget 
and  the  warrant  this  year  to  purchase  1100  feet  (a  full  truck  load)  of  8  inch 
cement  lined  ductile  iron  pipe  plus  two  hydrants,  four  valves  and  appropriate 
fittings.  We  have  been  advised  that  the  price  of  pipe  will  shortly  be  advanced  by 
at  least  10  to  15  percent.  We  think  we  should  purchase  this  material  with  the 
distinct  possibility  that  it  could  be  laid  by  a  developer's  expense  to  a  point 
midway  between  Goodell  Road  and  Route  202  thereby  allowing  that  area  both 
residential  and  industrial  growth. 

We  make  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  we  collect  100%  of  the  established  water  rates. 

2.  That  we  raise  the  sum  of  $7,440.09  by  taxation  (Approx.  1  mil).
